The figures compiled by Coroner Stras- 
ser at nightfa!l show that there are 170 
dead as a result of the fire. sb list of 
dead includes one fireman who ‘lost-his 
life fighting the fire and one man, Ja- 
cob Johnson, who died ‘today from in- 
juries received in the blazing playhouse. 
lhree .charred bodies were recovered 
from the ruins of the building today, 
and ef the 168 bedies, or remains, that 
lie in the improvised morgues 115 have 
been officially or ‘partially identified by 
sorrowing relatives or friends.

Before any of the bodies were re- 
moved from the morgue Coroner Stras- 
ser empanelied a jury to view the re- 
mains and the scene of the fire and sit 
at the inquest. 

The jury made an inspection of the 
ruins and went through the morgues. 
No date has been fixed for the inquest. 

Coroner Strasser opened an office to- 
night in the Mansion House, and estab- 
lished a bureau of information, where 
he granted death certificates and signed 
insurance papers.

New York, January |5.—Al] the Thaw 
family skeletons—and there are many 
of them—are being exhibited in court 
in the effort to save Harry Thaw from 
the death chair for killing Stanford 
White. 

The history of Thaw's ancestry on 
both the father’s and mother's sides is 
being delved into and evidence intro- 
duced ‘to show that long before his 
birth Harry Thaw was doomed to run 
the risk of insanity by reason of the 
crazy taint in his male and female ane 
cestors. 

Evidence of Thaw’s Irrationality. 

In addition to the exposure of these 
family skeletons, the defense introduced 
witnesses today who swore that young 
Thaw, at various times in his life, ap- 
peared to them as mentally unsound. 

Mr. Littleton hopes to accumulate such 
a mass of testimony as to Thaw’'s erratic 
conduct as to make it impossible for 
the district attorney to fulfill the task 
the law places upon him of proving Thaw 
sane, ‘“‘beyond every reasonable doubt.”’

DEFENSE MADE 
OF CORTELYOU 


Treasurer Treat Says Secre- 
tary Has Not Favored 
New York Banks. 


January I5.—At the 
the Columbia Cham- 
ber of Commerce this evening, Hon. 
Chas. H. Treat, treasurer of the 
United States, was the principal speak- 
er. Mr. Treat’'s subject was “Some 
Financial Suggestions.’” Among other 
things Mr. Treat showed the United 
States government, through the secre- 
tary of the treasury, backed up by the 
president, had aided all sections of the 
country, without special privileges to 
any, 

Mr. Treat was given a great ovation 
by the three hundred or more represen- 
tative citizens gathered from all sec- 
tions of South Carolina. 

Mr. Treat said it haa been charged by 
parties not well informed tnat the sec- 
retary of the treasury showed great pre- 
ponderance of favor to the New York 
City banks in making government: de- 
posits over those of other sections. Mr. 
Treat gave the figures to prove that 
New York City banks were not unduly 
favored, pointing out that the percent- 
age of public deposits to capital and sur- 
plus in those 
months of acute panic was smaller than 
in some of the southern states. Mr. 
Treat said these figures fairly illustrate 
that the deposits of the treasury were 
put where they were most needed to 
move the crops of the south, and that 
much of the money deposited in New 
York City banks was afterwards joaned 
to southern banks, so that the south got 
not only the use of direct deposits, but 
also a portion of those made to the 
banks of the north. Mr. Treat said he 
made this contrast in order to show 
that “southern statesmen in congress 
who insist that there has been discrimi- 
nation against their section are unin- 
formed, and that the secretary of the 
treasury does not merit such adverse 
criticism.” 

Mr. Treat declared the suggestion that 
Secretary Cortelyou issued the Panama 
cana] bonds and certificates of indebted- 
ness at the behest of New York City 
bankers to be untrue and that not a] 
banker was aware of the proposed issue 
until all arrangements had been made 
to that end. 

Defending President Roosevelt from 
the blame of having caused the panic, 
Mr. Treat said he could not recall the 
administration of any president which 
had shown, itn a personal sense, @ 
deeper and more genuine sympathy with 
the condition of various kinds of bust- 
ness affecting the welfare of the people 
than Mr. Roosewvelt,

IMPORTANT RAILWAY RULING. 


Commerce Commission Renders De- 
cision on Combination Rata 


Washington, January 16.—In an opin- 
fon rendered today by the interstate 
commerce commission, the decision 
being handed down by Commissioner 
Prouty, it was declared that “when a 
discriminatfon results from the combi- 
nation of a state and an interstate rate, 
both established by the same carriers, 
the matter is not withdrawn from the 
jurisdiction of this commission by the 
fact that the discrimination is produced 
by an improper state rate—certainly not 
when the state rate is voluntarily made 
by the carrier.”’ 

This important principle was laid 
down in the case of the Reliance Tex- 
tile and Dye Works against the South- 
ern Rallway Company and other car- 
riers, in which it was alleged that rates 
on cotton plece goods from Cincinnati, 
Ohio, to Chicago, Ml., are go adjusted 
as to discriminate againgt Cincinnati in 
comparison with certain similar estab- 
lishments at Clearwater, 8. C.. and La- 
nette, Ala. The rate on cotton piece 
goods from Clearwater and Lanette to 
nearby dye works and from the dye 
works to Chicago is less than the com- 
bination from the miu te the dye works 
of the complainant at Cincinnati and 
from thence to Chicago.

Judge Newman. Nenies Petition 
for Injunctinn Against Wright 


FIGHT ON FRANCHISE TAX 


Judge Newman Dissolves the Tem- 
porary Restraining Order He 
Granted the Western Union 
Against Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright Last 
November. 


Judge Newman, of the United States 
court, yesterday denied the Western 
Union Telegraph QGompany an injunc- 
tion asked for against William A. 
Wright, comptroller general of the 
state, and dissolved the temporary re- 
straining order granted in November, 
last, by him. 

The decree handed down by Judge 
Newman recites the declarations con- 
tained in the petition fully, and cites 
decisions by the federal supreme court 
in cases appealed from other _ states 
sustaining his denial of the injunction 
requested. 

During last November the Western 
Union asked the local federal court to 
enjoin the collection of certain fran- 
chise tax Which the comptroller gen- 
eral wag trying to enforce for 1907. 
The petition for the injunction recited 
an act of the Georgia legislature in 


1902 requiring the payment of taxes on, 


franchises and described the method of 
returning and paying those taxes. In 
1903 the Western Union, so the petition 
averred, objected to paying a tax on 
its franchise, asserting that its exist- 
ence was due to an act of the national 
congress, and denying any liability. 
Subsequently, however, the telegraph 
company did pay, so it asserts, a tax 
on both its tangible property and & 
tax on franchise. Since that date, how- 
ever, it was set out, the company’s 
liability on franchise tax has been an 
issue between the Western Union and 
the comptroller general. 

In 1907 the comptroller general as- 
sessed the company’s tangible property 
in Georgia at $1,018,140 and its fran- 
cRhise at $1,404,820. To this assessment 
the Western Union entered a strenu- 
ous protest and asked for an arbitra- 
tion. The board selected placed a value 
on the tangible at $796,000 and on the 
franchise at $950,000. The telegraph 
company paid the $796,000 assessment 
on the tangible, but declined to pay 
the assessment on the franchise, car- 
rying the protest into the United States 
court, where an injunction against the 
comptroller was asked. On November 
16, last, a temporary restraining order 
was granted pendente lite. 

Judge Newman’s ruling leaves the 


comptroller free to proceed unless the;

BANK PROPOSED 
FOR GOVERNMENT 


Fornes Introduces Bill to Es- 
tablish United States 
Bank. 


Washington, January !5.—The estab- 
lishment of the United States National 
Bank of America is provided for in a 
‘bill introduced in the house today by 
Mr. Fornes, democrat, of New York. The 
bank, as conceived, is to be located in 
Washington and Is to have a capital 
stock of $100,000,000, divided into 100,000 
shares of the par value of $1,000. Three- 
fifths of these shares are to be purchased 
iby the United States treasurer at par, 
the purchase money to be raised by the 
sale of $60,000,000 United States gold 
bonds, payable in fifty years and bear- 
ing 3 per cent interest, the same to be 
designated ‘‘United States currency 
bonds.” Two-fifths of the shares are to 
be offered at not less than par to the 
national banks of the country to be paid 
for in gold. 

‘The United States Bank of America’’ 
is to open for business Septémber |, 1908, 
and to cease to exist September |, 1958, 
unless its life be extended by congress 
Branches are to be established in New 
York, Chicago, New Orleans, Boston, 
Denver, St. Louis, San Francisco, Cin- 
cinnati and Portland, Oreg. The bank 
shall be governed by a board of twenty- 
five directors, elected by the stockhold- 
ers, and the secretary of the treasury 
Shall be the chairman. The bank may 
issue edditional notes of the United 
States National Bank of America in 
amount not exceeding %$400,000,000, and 
such notes shall be available for general 
national bank circulation upon deposit 
of proper security. Four per cent divi- 
dends may be paid to stockholders on 


the bank’s annual earnings.

Mr. Bowie took the ground that the 
new laws are unconstituflonal for 
three reasons, as follows: They are 
confiscatory, they provide classifica- 
tion, allowing one road to receive more 
for a given service than another, anda 
having no court review provision, make 
the penalties too great to be risked 
by any road. 

The old laws were not unconstitu- 
tional, he argued, because they pro- 
vided for a court review to establish 
their constitutionality. This being de- 
nied by the last acts, they, in a sense, 
make it impossJble for any wrong to 
be righted. 

Mr. Bowle said the railroads had 
been invited into the state and guar- 
anteed the protection of the laws, and 
on this guarantee they had brought in 
and developed over $100,000,000 worth 
of values.

bill is in the senate. 

Senator Bacon joined in declaring that 
the enactment of a criminal code is too 
important to be proceeded with in the 
presence of only a few senators. 

Mr. Fullerton appealed to the sena- 
tors not to insist upon a full attend- 
ance, as it has never been possible when 
euch bills are under consideration. 

Senator Teller said that he wished to 
have recorded his objection to section 
33. in which, in the discretion of the 
court, a double penalty of a fine and 
imprisonment may be imposed. He also 
said the United States supreme court 
had decided that a mere regulation cre- 
ating a criminal offense is unconsti- 
tutional, and he proposed to object to 
granting any authority in the Dill for 
the making of such departmental regu- 
lations. 

Senator Carter of Montana brought 
the discussion concerning the proper 
mode of procedure to a close by mov- 
ing a legislative session.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 


That Is the View Taken by J. W. 
Oglesby, of Quitman, President 
of South Georgia Ratiroad. 
Otherwise There Must Be 
Mitigation of It. 

Editor Constitution: I want to congratu- 


‘late you, as many others have done through- 


out the state, on your editorial so strongly 
urging justice and moderation in the state's 
policy towards railroads. I am sorry to say, 
however, that nourishment is coming rather 
late, not only for Georgia, but for the entire 
south, as the child of confidence, if not dead, 
is very sick. I question whether the food 
Which has been prepared by the legislature 
to be fed to the railroads by the commis- 
sions will revive or rear any more railroads 
in tis country. ‘ 

In the outset I do not want to be under- 
*etood as making any attack on the personnel 
of the Georgia commission, but I question 
the wisdom of the state’s policy in making 
such drastic laws, giving such power to any 
body of men, especially a body of men elected 
by popular vote. This means the election 
of the candidate who promise the most to 
the public, whose votes put them into office. 

tinder the present policy, and at the pres- 
ent time, the definition of regulation means 
t> take from the railroads all except enough 
to keep them running, and to run them in 
the interest of the public entirely. 

The original investors in railroads in this 
country who investe., their money to develop 
it were anxiously givén charters for a nomi- 
gal gum tv build and openate railroads. In 
addition, the state has, in the past, relievéd 
them of taxation. Municipalities and individ- 
uals have given them rights of way and 
other valuable donations in order induce 
these investors—known then as railroad com- 
Danies, but now as octopi—to put thelr 
money into the hazardous undertaking of 
bullding railroads in an undeveloped coun- 
try, which they well knew would hardly 
support it until time and energy developed 
the country through which {it was built. 
Therefore they accepted in good faith those 
eharters and donations and built for the fu- 
ture. Other investors have bought lands for 
farming and for lumbering and other pur- 
voses, while otherg have bought real estate 
at town sites, making their investments at 
the same time the railroad Investor made his. 

Railroads and Development. 


The farmer who gave §5 for his land, now 
finds i: worth $25. The man who invested In 
the city lot for $1,000 finds it now worth 
$10,000. The farmer who bought the farm 
which has advanced from $5 to $25 per acre 
has a net profit of 620 per acre in United 
States money. The city investor who bought 
the town site finds he has a profit of $9,000 
in United States Woney. The people are 
willing to say that these men were wise 
investors; that thelr profit is legitimate and 
righf, and I say so, too. but how has the 
railroad fared w®o furnished the 
fuundation and made possible the investment 
of the farmer and real estate owner in the 
city? His profit has turned to water and 
he hag no right, under the present policy, 
compensation that would give 
him more than 5 or 6 per cent on the original 
investment, while the development brought 
about by his own investment, time and energy 
is given to others. 

There comes a time, however, when the 
state acknowledges enhancement of values to 
railroads, that is when taxes are to be as- 
sessed. Those charters ac freely and anxiousty 
given to those corporations have suddenly 
become of great value, hence they are as- 
sessed millions of dollars for the privilege of 
exercising their charter rights to operate 
railroads. So he jis not only denied the right 
of enhanced valuation in fixing his compen- 
eation, but he is burdened with a _ special 
tax not imposed on other investors for ex- 
ercising a right which he considered his 
charter gave him when he took it. These 
corporations, representing collective or in- 
Gividual investors, labored under the im- 
pression that they were building up a bust- 
ness which was their own, and would be re- 
quired only to charge reasonable compensa- 
tion for their services, and that they, as 
owners of the property, would have the en- 
tire management of their investment. 

Control by the Commission. 


The legislature, however, 
deprive them of that right and hag provided 
that shippers and buyers of transportation, 
known as the public, who use the property of 
the railroad investors, may select a com- 
mission without qualification other than that 
they shall $0 years old and allowed to 
vote, and hag given them complete and 
absolute control of the property of tHose !In- 
vestors, to dictate and compel the compli- 
ance of men who have spent fhetr lives in 
the transportation business, who have been 
employed by the supposed owners of the 
property to manage it. 

The commission hag the right to fix the 
compensation fn the interest of the shipper, if 
{t sees fit; the right.to make rules for the 
government of all departments of the bust- 
ness; the right to say how many trans the 
road shall run; what kind of trains they shall 
be; what kind of track they shall have: what 
kind of depots they shall build, without any 
responsibility of furnishing a dollar of the 
money to provide them, and the railroads 
have no right of appeal. Should they attempt 
it, it might mean confiscation of their 
property by penalties and fines and imprison- 
ment” to those who saw fit to resist their 
orders. : 

So will the state has 
changed its policy which brought 
struction, and tn my opinion, now stands for 
a policy of destruction. Phe policy of the 
state ie now that a rallroayl must not make 
more than 5 per cent on the value of its 
property, and that vatue shall be fixed by 
what it would cost now to lay the track, 
bulld the depots and buy the rolling stock. It 
is contended that that represents the value 
of the road, when any reasonable man knows 
that it has taken more than forty years to 
build the Central railroad and its business, 
and that it could not be duplicated in two or 
three years, which would be required to 
bulld the track and structures. 


Taxes Put Up, Earnings Pat Down. 


Tt is also the policy of the state fn taxing 
the railroads, if the property seeme to be 
worth more than the securities amount to, 
that the taxes shall be assessed on the value 
of the _property: or if the securities are 
greater than the actual value, then the state 
insists upon the asseesment basef on the 
securities. (I cite you to the Wrightsville 
and Tennille railway and the Southern rail- 
way for comparison.) 

If a railroad, forunately situated, builds 
up a large business and its profits shall in- 
crease above the 5 or 6 per cent in its earn- 
ings on the investment, it {fs a signal for 
immediate reduction of !ts rates, and the in- 
crease of its taxes, not because its charges 
are ynreasonable, but because {t can stand 
it. On the other hand, when a <different 
railroad, even though as well managed, has 
not enough business to é@arn this 5 or 6 per 
cent on its Investment, the state demands 
that it shall cempete with the more favored 
line In hauling freight at the same price on 
the ground tat the people cannot be re- 
sponsible for the bad judgment in building 
through a poor country, and its not having 
sufficient business to warrant competition 
with the more favored line. The state also 
holds to the policy of taxing the franchise 
for the privilege of operating that unfor- 
tynate .road which has become a burden to 
rte owner and a losg also. The state now 
feels that it made a mistake years ago in 
relieving one or two railroads of certain 
taxes on the property, done at the time to

I do not believe that those people who are 
charged at present with the rianagement 
of the state’s affairs would advocate a re- 
duction of income for this road to a & per cent 
basis on its cost. I am sure I would not want 
it, nor do I belleve the people would sanction 
such a policy, yet the stat& demands the 
same of other Investors in railroads in Geor- 
cia. 

At the time this lease was made the lessee 
was allowed a compensation of 8 cents per 
mile for carrying passengers. In the year 
1907 this compensation wase reduced 331-3 
per cent when it was clearly shown by the 
management that it cost more money to give 
the service than it had ever cost before. 
At the same time the state demands the full 
amount of the rental under its contract, justi- 
fying its position that the business had in- 
creased, which the lessee had a right to ex- 
pect when he made the lease, and the further 


fact that a clause in the lease gave them aj, 


right to reduce the road’s earnings. The les- 
see; no doubt, In accepting a contract with 
this clause, had unbounded confidence in 
the fair dealing of the people of Georgia, 
and was not expecting to bescaught by sharp 
practices, which are now seized upon and taken 
advantage of by political demagogues for 
thelr selfish interests, and to the disgrace of 
the honorable people of Georgia. 

I find frequent expressions in the public 
Press advocating letting up on the railroads 
for a while—in other words keep the hook 
out of the balt for a while until such a 
time when the suckers begin to bite freely, 
and then bring forward the old tax-raising 
rate-making hok again and take them in. 

Towards Government Ownership. 


If I am not mistaken, you will find the 
investors slow to invese in property to be 
operated by the publc, and for the pubilc. 
If the state must have full contral of prop- 
erty to operate it in the interest of the pub- 
lic, who are composed of the shippers and 
users of railroads, then the state and the 
shippers may build their own roads. In my 
judgment the state will have to reoede con- 
siderably from its present policy and quality 
of regulation; that we will have to have a 
commission limited and not a commission un- 
limited; that its power to take charge of 
private property for public use must be 
clearly deffre®, and that future contracts be- 
tween the state and railroad investors will 
have to be different from those of the past, 
or we must have government ownership of 
railroads. We must choose between the two.

As to Wage HReduaction, 

Editor Constitution: Mixing a good deal 
with the rank and ftle of the railroad em- 
ployees in Georgia and Alabama, I find there 
is a general apprehension of more cuts in 
wages, and this fear is all the greater since 
the Seaboard receivership. Up to this time 
the cost of living has not come down to @ 
point commensurate with the scarcity of work 
and the difficulty of getting money, and as 
wages even now do no more than to provide 
these employees with a comfortable living 
(and many of them hardly that) it is greatly 
to be hoped that no cut will be made. 

But if it sould become necessary, the 
men will submit with far better grace, if the 
reduction begins at the top, and every man, 
from highest to lowest, is reduced alike. 

It is more difficult for the man who gets 
$50 a month to stand a 10 per cent cut than 
for the man who draws $600 per month: and 
10 per cent off the $500 man is equal to 10 
per cent off ten $50 men. So it seems unfair 
to put the entire burden on the low-salaried 

n. Let all share alike. 

” he writer is not employed by any rafiroad, 
but his sympathies are, and have always 
been, with the roads and their meg, and 
a fairly intimate . knowledge of conditions 
and sentiment prompts this gentle hint, for 
what it may be worth. 

It is devoutly to be hoped that no further 
reductiong in rates will be made—that the 
administration will not try that ‘‘four mili- 
lions’’ reduction—and that even ‘‘reform'’’ has 
run its course and will give the roads and 
the public a much needed rest, without fur- 
ther injury to the state and her people. 

What the people want is better and prompter 
service, and not reductions in revenues that 
render the roads unable to respond to the 
great need for such service.

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FERTILIZERS 
SLOW TO SELL 


Indications Point to Falling Off 
of 15 to 25 Per 
Cent. 


Trade in fertilizers this year indicates 


a falling off of about 15 to 25 per cent 
as compared with last year, according | 
to information received at the state de- 
of agriculture, 

Representatives of fertilizer manufac- 
turers who have called at the depart- 
ment of agriculture state that the trade 
was never duller than now, and there 
is no hope in the outlook. 

_ The falling off in the demand for feér- 
tilizers is attributed to the scarcity of 
money, and also to the fact that vigor- 
ous movements have been organized by 
the Farmers’ Union and others, looking 
to a curtailment of the cotton acreage 
during the coming year. 

Last year the sales of fertilizers in 
Georgia were something more than 700,- 
000 tons. Present indications pdint to 
the fact that this year’s sales are jikely 
to fall below 600,000 tons for all pur- 
poses. 

The merchants through whom fertil- 
izers aré usually sold and distriButed to 
the farmers are not laying in anything 
like the supplies that they have for the

RULING IS MADE 
AS TO DISTRICTS 


Sehool Districts Must Be Cre- 
ated Before Return Day te 
Get Current Taxes. 


In order to be entitled to collect taxes 
from railroads and other corporations 
having property within their borders, for 
the year in which they created, 
School districts levying special taxes 
must be created and organized prior to 
the day fixed by law for the return of 
taxes; otherwise they cannot make such 
collection of special school taxes until 
the following year. 

In other words, at the request of the 
comptroller general for an opinion, At- 
torney General Hart has held that in 
order to collect special school taxes for 
the year 1908, for instance, the school 
district must be oreated prior to the 
date fixed for the return of taxes, and 
that notice must then be given Ys 
corporations owning property within the 
district in time to permit them to em- 
body the valuation of Such property in 
their returns to the comptroller gemeral, 
which must be made by May |. 

(Last year the date for the return of 
taxes was March 3/. A person owning 
any property, real or personal, on that 
date, was liable for the taxes on it. 
Only school districts created before that 
date were authorized ‘to colleot taxes 
for the year i907. This date ie never 
Known in advance; it may be any day 
between January | and April |. There- 
fore, it behooves school districts which 
expect to organize under the MoMichael 
law to get busy early, if they want any 
1908 taxes. 

Heretofore the belief has been that no 
matter at what date during the year 
such a school district was created, it 
could collect taxes for the year in ques- 
tion. But ff this were permissible it 
would upset or greatly interfere with 
the scheme of taxation, particularly as 
relating to corporations. The comptrol- 
ler general has had many inquiries on 
this subject, and sought the attorney 
general’s opinion in order to settle the 
matter. 4

Financial Measure Is Introduced 
y Georgia Senator, 


ELASTIC MONEY IS SOUGHT 


Senator Bacon Provides for Taking 
Out of Circulation by Deposit 
of Certain Securities and 
Extends the Privilege 
to State Banks. 


Washington, January !§.—Senator Ba- 
con today introduced a currency bill and 
explained ita chief features to the sen- 
ate. The bill provides that any national! 
banking association with circulating 
notes outstanding, secured by deposits 
of United States bonds of not less than 
50 per cent of their capital stock, and 
with a surplus of not less than 20 per 
cent of the capital stock, may eecure cir- 
culation by the deposit of security with 
the treasury department. 

Privilege to State Banks, 

The same privilege is extended to any 

bank, trust or savings institution char- 


tered by the lbsnited States or any staté | 


and fit is provided that such institutions 
may secure on the basis of these securi- 
ties United States currency notes to the 
extent of 100 per cent of the par value 
in the case of United States bonds de- 
posited as security, and 75 per cent of 
the par value of state, county or munic- 
ipal ponds or obligations. 

Mr. Bacon explained ‘that his bill was 
an amendment to the Aldrich bill, and 
embodiag many of its ‘provisions, as it 
did in the provisions of the bill intro- 
duced by Genator Knox. He said it 
omitted railroad ‘bonds from the classes 
of securities that could be used es @ 
basis of circulation. 

Objects of Hailroad Bonds, 

“I do not think,” said Mr. Bacon, “that 
ralilroag bonds possess a sufficient 8ta- 
bility of value to permit them to be used 
as a basis for the issuance of currency, 
and I have therefore left them out.” 

bie had also extended the Classes of 
institutions that could issue such cur- 
rency so as to benefit others besides the 
national banks. In the recent financial! 
stringency the banks in the money cen- 
ters had refused to give southern banks 
the money belonging to them, he sald, 
and tha; course had resulted in depress- 
ing the price of cotton.

For the Battleship Fleet Now Ba) 
Route to Pacific. 


Washington, January !5—Rear Ad- 
miral Cowles, chief of the bureau of 
equipment, appeared today before the 
house committee on naval affairs in the 
hearing inoident to consideration of the 
navy appropriation bill. 

Admiral] Cowles informed the commit- 
tee that the cost of transporting coai 
for the battleship fleet now sailing for 
San Fgancisco will be $!,000,000. With- 
out making any corrective recommenda- 
tion, he called attention to the fact that 
with a single exception, the colliers 
chartered to accompany the fleet are 
foreign bottoms, American owners hav- 
ing declined to give charters even at the 
fifty per cent advance over foreign quo- 
tations which the government offered. 
The reason for their refusal, he said, 
was that the American vessels could 
make more money by plying in the 
coastwise trade. The exception noted 
was the collier Virginia, whose owners 
gave a charter at a slight advance be- 
caused they purposed transferring the 
craft to the Pacific trade.

Reaction Caused Prices to Give

Situation.

New York, January |5.—The reaction- 
ary movement of the market became 
more pronounced today and prices gave 
way father decisively. The fall was 
rot precipitate, however, and the meas- 
course of the market was not attended 
There were points of strength here and 
there in the market, the marking up 
of industrial stocks being intended rath- 
er Obviously for sustaining effect 
against the profit taking sales which 
were in progress. The turn in the 
coure of the mavket was not attended 
by any marked change in the tenor of 
the news, but was accounted for rather 
on technical grounds, the advance hav- 
ing run a sufficient length to bring 
cut sales to take profits while the 
buyers were not disposed to follow 
prices to a higher level for the present, 
on the basis of such improvement in 
conditions as has already occurred, 
Evidence of the zapid accumulation of 
banking facilities was no less striking 
than last week. Interest rates were 
lower for all classes of loans and the 
call loan rate at the stock exchange 
showed a rapid epproach to absolute 
ease. 

No official information is obtainable 
as to the clearing house loan certiti- 
cate issues, but itis admitted that these 
instruments are in progress of rapid 
retirement, the rate of which has been 
Sufficient sincg last Saturday’s bank 
Statement to insure the total extinction 
of the whole issue in a few days’ time. 
The violence of the reflux of funds to 
banking reserve centers deprives the 
discussion of the unfavorable course of 
the government revenues of any dis- 
turbing erfect. The growth of the de- 
ficit in the government revenues, which 
bas now reached $12,000,000 ‘or the fis- 
cal year, compareg with a surplus over 
expenditures for the same period last 
year of $29,000,000, while the free cash 
in the treasury is less than $8,000,000, 
makes it certain that large calls must 
be made on the banks for surrender 
of government deposits in a short time. 

From other indications it is evident 
that not only are banking deposits re- 
turning freely to New York, but the 
needs of the circulation also are con- 
tracting materially. Current redemp- 
tions of national bank notes are run- 
ring very large, the totel thgys far in 
January, according to yesterday's state- 
ment of United. States treasury opera- 
tions, having reached nearly $13,000,000, 
or considerably over a million dollars 
a day. Today’s debit balance of $2,- 
345,223 of the subtyeasury at the New 
york clearing house was quite half of 
it accounteg for by bank notes pre- 
Sented for redemption. These notes are 
capable of reissue by the replenishment 
of the five per cent redemption fund 
in the treasury. ‘The circulation, how- 
ever, has set in-with some force as 
shown by the figures of the deposits 
Of lawful money a: Washington by the 
banks for that purpose. Yesterday’s 
treasury statement showed the total re-
